MILK FOR A NATION 


Basic data about the Nation's milk supply are found in Milk 


Facts, a booklet issued by the Milk Industry Foundation. 
It discloses 


that utout 25.COO,0(!0 cows are milked daily on three-quarters of the 
cour.tr;,'"s 6.000.000 farms. And, more than 45,000,000 quarts of milk are 
delivered every day to homes and stores. 


Indicative G' the extent of this industry is the fact that the 


annual output of milk 
and 
its 
products is valued at 53,500,000.000, 


Milk is the largest source of the farmers' cash income and is America's 
most widely used food. 
The per capita consumption of fluid milk is 


153 quarts a year, topped only by Switzerland with 232 quarts. 


Milk in one form or another comprises more than 25 per cent of 


the food consumed by the average American, 
Of the country's yearly 


production approximately 50,000,000,000 quarts, 29.2 per cent is used as 
fluid or fresh milk. 31.G for creamery butter, 10.5 for farm butter, 5.9 
for making cheese, 2.3 for ice cream. 4.3 for canned milks and 12.1 
pe;1 cent on the farms where it is produced, 


Wisconsin ranks first among the milk-producing states, with New 


York second and Pennsylvania third. The farmer is stated to be the 
recipient of 44.03 cents of every dollar spent for this product. And 350,- 
000,000 new milk bottles are purchased each year by distributors, 


CHEMISTS MAKE ANOTHER STRIDE 


The Society of American Bacteriologists, assembled in San Francisco, 


was told of brand new chemical vaccines which provide startling specu- 
lative possibilities ir. the elimination of disease plagues-.

The principles of vaccination are now well known and generally 


accepted. Persons who have recovered from certain diseases have in 
their bloodstream elements which tend to prevent recurrence of such 
ailments. 
These elements, artificially developed in domestic 
animals, 


provide vaccines which, introduced in a healthy person, tend to make 
him immune from specific ailments. But these are physical elements, living 
organisms. The assembled bacteriologists have been told that chemi- 
cals can be used synthetically for,the same purpose. 


Chemical foods are well established. 
Human organs arc being 


kept alive outside the body with chemicals. 
Man has not succeeded in 


creating life itself, but chemical vaccines seem to bring him just a step 
nearer to that problematical goal.

her, the better it will be for our own 
child, 


Being human we may, however, 


be tempted to act toward the teach- 
er ill terms only of our own child. 
The teacher, 
also being 
human, 


might respond in kind, showing spe- 
cial favor to our child, even un- 
knowingly. The effect? Ths teach- 
er will lose respect of the 
other 


children ar.d their 
parents. 
But 


when our supporting attitude to- 
ward the teacher hr.s no immediate- 
ly selfish motive apparent, 
when 


it helps all other parents feel more 
enthusiastic r.bout the tsachcr and 
the school, our own c'nilri, in the 
long run, gains the 
reward. 
By 


proceeding, therefore, most unself- 
ishly, we shall reap most se'fishiy. 
Yet we need to discipline ourselves 
to keep our attention or, the com- 
munity if we would succeed. 


Discourage Complaints 


When we hear others complaining 


about the teacher. -,ve shall avoid 
encouraging their complaint. Rath- 
er, we shall try to see the teacher's 
side and lead the complainer to a 
more charitable point ol view. 
In 


ever so many ways—at church, at, 
club. P. T. A. meetings or parties, 
we shp.ll set ourselves to fostering 
goodwill and co-operation 
toward 


the teacher and the school. 


I wish parents generally 
would 


try to cultivate a high regard for 
the teacher and her profession, and 
would provide more 
opportunities 


for her to mingle socially, especial- 
ly with the opposite sex. 
Many 


teachers are very lonely persons. 
They could be better teachers of 
our children If they enjoyed wider 
social contacts. 


Let us parents constantly 
put 


ourselves, in our imagination, in the 
teacher's place. 
Then insofar as 


others are influenced by us, can we 
be powerful in helping our schools 
to grow better and our children to 
be 
happier 
and 
more 
efficient 


pupils.

weather has checked the spread of 
late blight of potatoes, the casual 
fungus is still alive and may cause 
further damage if the weather again 
becomes favorable for its develop- 
ment. 


Foliage injury may occur where 


the vines are green. 
Tuber rots 


may become serious unless care is 
taken in harvesting and storing the 
crop. Rots result from rains wash- 
ing spores of the fungus from the 
foliage to the tubers. 
The extent 


uf injury is largely determined by 
;he amount of rainfall between the 
time of Infection and the time of 
digging.
